As the photos in this yearbook demonstrate, this has been a vibrant year in the life of the Faculty of Law. As we enter upon our 75th Anniversary year it is timely to reflect on the many 
remarkable people who have passed through this Faculty. Our graduates have gone on to make significant contributions to the judicial, political and business life of our country. Three 
of our graduates have served on the Supreme Court of Canada (Ronald Martland ('28), Beverly McLachlin ('68), W.A. Stevenson (’57)). Virtually all of the judges of the Court of Appeal, 
Court of Queen's Bench and Provincial Court of Alberta are graduates. 

Our graduates have been active in the public life of our country. Many have served as elected members of the provincial legislature and have held offices such as Premier (Peter Lougheed 
(52), Solicitor General (Graham Harle ('59)), Attorney General (James Foster ('64)), and Minister of Labour (Elaine McCoy (’69)). 

Still others have become importnat business leaders, rising to lead major national companies such as CN (David McLean (’62)) and Canadian Airlines (Kevin Jenkins (’80)), or international 
concerns such as HomCare Products, Japan (Eldon Foote (’48)) 

What has been so splendid about our 75th Anniversary year is the way in which alumni have come to support the Faculty through Law Campaign 75. At the time of writing we have 
over 150 alumni and friends volunteering to help us in the first ever alumni-based campaign in the history of our Faculty. We are close to reaching our goal of $3,000,000.00 and, hopefully, 
by the time you read this we will have exceeded our goal 

One of the most positive aspects of the campaign is the fact that the Faculty has built a strong bridge to its alumni and friends. We will be establishing a fourteen-member committee 
to be known as the Board of Counsel to the Faculty of Law. This committee will consist of the President of the University, the President of the Law Students’ Association, the Dean of 
the Faculty, and representatives of the Bench, practicing Bar and business community. The Board will be representative of the geography and demography of our alumni and friends. We 
hope the Board will help the Faculty to better serve its community. 

The campaign has also helped the Faculty to undertake a series of important new initiatives. The Decore Centre for Alternative Dispute Resolution (John Decore (’60)) will help to make 
our Faculty a leader in this emerging area of practise. The gift of Eldon Foote (48) to the Moot Court Room will allow us to provide our students with instruction in video advocacy. The 
gift of CN will enable us to enclose one of the courtyards on the third floor and create a multi-media learning centre. The gift of Brenda and David McLean (’62) will enable us to enclose 
the other courtyard and create a wired reading room for the Library. None of these projects could have proceeded without the generous support of committed donors. 

The participation of our students in the campaign has been very important to its success and I would like to thank the members of our L.S.A. Executive and the Campaign Ambassadors 
for the excellent work they have done. 

I would like to say a special word of congratulations to the students who will be graduating this year. It is my sincere hope that you will find the practice of law to be rewarding and 
that you will not forget the Faculty which has helped you to acquire the skills you will rely upon in your professional life. 

I hope that as you go forth you will feel pride in our Faculty and uphold the high standards of generations of past graduates. With all best wishes for an exciting and rewarding career.
